This sto ry has a special meaning fo r thu ^c w ho 
seem to believ e that chu rches sho u ld no t 'liarp 
u po n“ the weakness and sinfu lness o f man, l.aii 
sho u ld bo lster his self-esteem and say to him. in 
effect. “Go d do es no t expect so mu ch fi‘o m \ o u .“ 
The tru th—u nco mfo rtable o r no t—is that Go d ex­ 
pects a great deal fro m His creatu res, and tliat 
the chu rch is bo u nd co nstantly to remind them o f 
this. 
Go ing to chu rch o n Su ndays, being a go o d 
wo rker, a law-abiding citizen, a go o d parent o r so n 
o r dau ghter, are far fro m being the su m to tal o f 
Christian liv ing. So me apparently v erv "go o d" 
men and wo men are also v ery bad sinners, al­ 
tho u gh their sins may be secret and kno wn o nly 
to Go d. It is fo r su ch, especially, to beware o f 
tu rning to religio n fo r flattery o r self-excu lpatio n 
rather than fo r a stern reminder that man mu st ab­ 
ju re ev il in any fo rm, and make amends fo r his 
sins if he expects to be acceptable to Go d at the 
ho u r o f ju dgment. 
In this seaso n o f Lent, religio n again re­ 
minds u s o f o u r fo llies and erro rs, and calls u po n 
u s to do penance. It giv es u s an o ppo rtu nity to set 
o u r spiritu al ho u ses in o rder; to prepare fo r the 
triu mphant mystery o f the Easter resu rrectio n. 
Lent is a time fo r the sinner to .search his heai't, 
hu mbly and prayerfu lly; fo r the tru ly go o d to take 
heart, to be strengthened in persev erence and 
faith; and fo r all to fo llo w mo re clo sely in the 
fo o tsteps o f Christ.

The second annual Pettis Cwiun* 
ty

Improv ement 
pro- 
which 
was held at ttie 
Armory Friday , was v ery success­ 
ful from the standpoint of pro­ 
gram, ex 'nibits and attendance, ac­ 
cording to J. U. Morris, county 
ex tension agent. 
The quality egg ex hibit and the 
quality poultry ex >pbit were out­ 
standing. 
The ex hibits emphasized equip­ 
ment for growing y oung stock, 
including a brooder house with 
litter on the floor, brooder stov e, 
baby chickens and arpple feed and 
water space for chicks. Another 
piece of equipment was a shelter 
from the rain. The shelter, which 
was at the side of the brooder 
house, showed how it could be 
used as a sun porch and later 
could be pulled out on the pasture 
while chicks are out on the range. 
Other equipment display ed in­ 
cluded both home made and com­ 
mercial feeder and waterers of 
v arious sizes and ty pes needed in 
brooder houses and on the range. 
One piece which was of particu­ 
lar interest was a barrel ty pe 
waterer used on the range which 
prov ides 
an 
ample 
supply 
of 
water and at the same time sav e« 
time and labor. 


Stressed Sanitation 


Dr. A. J. Durant, chairman of 
the 
department 
of 
v eterinary 
science of the Univ ersity of Mis­ 
souri, discussed at the morning 
.session a program of disease and 
parasite control. He stressed the 
strict sanitation program and told 
how such chick diseases and par­ 
asites, such as round worms and 
pollorum, can best be controlled. 
Professor 
H. 
L. 
Kempster, 
chairman of the poultry depart­ 
ment of the Univ ersity of Mis­ 
souri, talked on turkey production 
in Missouri. 
The afternoon program started 
with a panel discussion on prof­ 
itable poultry 
managing. 
Mrs. 
William J. Lamm, Smithton, Mrs. 
George Cummings, Houstonia, Mrs. 
Earl Neef, Sedalia and J. U. Mor­ 
ris were leaders in the discussion. 
Mrs. Lamm, Mrs. Cummings and 
Mr. Neef hav e all done outstand­ 
ing work in poultry production, 
both with chickens and turkey s. 
Important Ideas 
Important ideas brought out in 
the discussion were to buy the 
chicks in early March, clean the 
brooder house thoroughly , set up 
the 
brooder 
stov e 
twenty -fouf 
hours before the chicks are put 
in the brooder house and regulate 
the heat to keep it uniform. AU 
agreed that a wire floor is more 
satisfactory , as it is easier to keep 
clean. The importance of plenty 
of feeders and water space was 
brought out in the discussion, as 
well as the danger of ov ercrowd­ 
ing. There should be three chicks 
per square foot of floor space. At 
10 weeks the broilers should be 
ready for market and the pullets 
should go out on the range, where 
good pasture, ample water and 
feed and shade are necessary for 
the pullets as well as the turkey s. 
When the pullets lay enough eggs 
to put in a hat they should be 
placed in the lay ing house, and 
should be in at least by the first 
of October. 
A Motion Picture 
One thing that was of parti­ 
cular interest was the sound mo­ 
tion picture, “ Profitable Poultry 
Production in Missouri.” This pic­ 
ture was taken on Missouri farms 
some in Pettis county , and shows 
good 
management 
and 
feeding 
practices, emphasizing sanitation 
in both lay ing and y oung flocks. 
Profitable Return 
Elmer Winner, ex tension poiil- 
try man, of Univ ersity of Missouri 
pointed out that flock owners fol­ 
lowing the practice shown in this 
picture hav e a return of $2 .5 0 for 
each $1.00 spent in feed. 
Rolla Singleton, field manager 
of the Missouri Poultry Council, 
brought to the group suggestions 
from other states which can be 
used to improv e poultry and prof­ 
its 
in 
Missouri. 
On

trip 
through the east last fall he v isit­ 
ed 
poultry 
plants 
and

farms and offered six suggestions: 
1, sav e labor; 2 , increase and de­ 
v elop v olume in poultry enter­ 
prise; 3, improv e sanitation and 
get rid of pollorum diseases;

adjust the poultry business to ex ­ 
isting conditions; 5 , improv e t’ne 
quality of poultry produced and 
6 th, market poultry and poultry 
products on bases of quality .

Slay ing Two 


Janitor Killer 
Of Pair in an 
Old Stone Mill 


INDIANAPOLIS, March 4— 
—Capt. Robert A. O’Neal of the 
Indiana state police said today 
Joseph L. Wooldridge, 29-year-old 
Negro janitor, had made a signed 
statement in which he confessed 
the slayings of Russell Koontz 
and Mrs. Phyllis Coleman in an 
abandoned stone mill near Bloom­ 
ington, Ind. 
Capt. O’Neal said Wooldridge 
made the statement in the pres­ 
ence of several state police of­ 
ficers. 
Was Business Man 
Koontz, 43, was a Bloomington 
business man and a former Sun­ 
day school superintendent. 
Mrs. 
Coleman work ed in a Blooming­ 
ton creamery office and sang in 
the choir of the church where 
Koontz was superintendent. 
Capt. O’Neal said 
Wooldridge 
told of being on a groundhog hunt 
last Friday and of finding Koontz 
and Mrs. Coleman in the stone 
mill. 
The bodies were found in the 
mill late Friday night. 
O’Neal 
said 
Wooldridge 
gave 
this version of the slayings: 
Wooldridge went into the mill 
where he said he found Koontz 
and Mrs. Coleman in an embrace. 
“ Nev er Liv e to Tell” 
He said he watched the couple 
for a while and then was noticed 
by Koontz, who remark ed^ “Do 
you k now who I am?” 
Wool­ 
dridge said he told Koontz he 
k new his identity and he said 
Koontz then said, “You’ll never 
live to tell.” 
The Negro said Koontz then 
lunged at him and he seized a 
sash weight and struck Koontz. 
He then felt the m an’s heart 
and believed him to be dead. 
He then took the woman into a 
tool shed, where he tied her up. 
The Negro found a piece of rope 
on the floor. 
The statement said 
he decided to chok e her. 
The 
statement added he tightened the 
rope around her neck for five or 
ten minutes, until she ceased to 
breathe.

Opened Last Night

Shop, tried to open the safe Mon­ 
day but had to call for the help 
of Thomas E. Abel, who resides 
on R. F. D. No. 1, Florence, a pro­ 
fessional safe and lock man. The 
two men work ed until about 3 
o’clock Monday afternoon getting 
the outer door opened, but they 
had to resort to a cutting torch to 
cut their w^ay through^ the inner 
door to get it open at 10:45 Mon­ 
day night. 
Abel is nationally k nown for 
his work as a safe and lock repair 
man and has traveled throughout 
the United States on calls to open 
safes which had been “jimmied”. 
He has been in the business for 
more than 35 years, and several 
years ago moved from St. Louis 
to a farm on High-\^^ay 135. 
T’ne silver w’as all that was found 
to be missing.
